For All French Saboteurs 


VICHY, France, Aug. 23.— 
(UP) — Marshal Philippe 
Petain created special mili- 
tary courts today to mete out 
summary death sentences to 
Communists, Anarchists and 


saboteurs. 

Simultaneously, the German 
army command in Paris ordered 
that all Frenchmen arrested from 
teday or held as hostages, to be 
shot in numbers cerresponding to

Easiest route to Russia from the Persian Gulf would be. through 
Iran, a region in which Britain may take strong measures to subdue 
pro-Nazi activity. Should she occupy this independent country, as 
many experienced observers foresee, she would have the most modern 
railroad in the Mid-East for use in moving supplies to the Caspian 
coast and hence to the Caucasus. 

The 700-mile line, with up-to-date terminals at Bandar Shah on the 
Caspian and at Bandar Shapur on the gulf, was financed by royalties 
paid by the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company to the Iranian treasury; built 
at great cost across high mountain ranges. In many respects it assumes 
the critical role of Russia's only quick and ready bridge to British aid.

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Turkey In The News 


Turkey comes back into the news 
with the announcement that Hitler is 
massing large forces of troops and air 
force units in Bulgaria and that he 
may make early demands on the Turk- 
ish government. 

It is not at all improbable that Ger- 
man pressure on Ankara may increase 
now that a winter campaign in Russia 
appears probable. 

Turkey occupies a highly strategic 

ition under present circumstances 

cause by pushing troops across the 
Turkish frontiers, Hitler could attack 
the Russians in the mountains of the 
Caucasus and deliver a new blow 
against the British in the Near East. 

A concentration of invasion barges 
at the German-occupied island of Samos 
off the Turkish coast was reported from 
Turkey today. Yesterday dispatches 
from Ankara reported German military 
activity in Bulgaria close to the Turkish 
frontier. 

The foundation of these reports, 
suggesting German preparation for ac- 
tion against Turkey, appears rather 
thin, the dispatches attributing the in- 
formation to ‘foreign diplomatic 
sources” and “travellers from south- 
west Turkey”. 

Yet the reports of German prepara- 
tions for the invasion of Russia began 
in the same way last May and June. 
Accordingly some credence must be 
placed in the current rumors if they 
persist during the next week or 80. 

The Germans may have two objec- 
tives as regard Turkey. First, seizure 
of the Dardanelles to open a new water 
route to supply the German armies 
which have reached the Black Sea in 
hte Ukraine and hope to continue east- 
ward toward the Caucasus. German 
communications overland are known to 
be badly jammed and new transport 
facilities have become a pressing need. 

Secondly, the Germans may hope to 
smash clear through Turkey to Persia 
and the southern confines of the Soviet 
Caucasus, thus carrying out a gigantic 
pincers movement around the Black 
Sea. As Turkey would be expected to 
resist any German aggression, an at- 
tempt to win control of the straits prob- 
ably would lead to complete invasion. 

It may be that the Germans are will- 
ing to stake everything on obtaining 
new oil resources this year. These can 
be obtained only in the Caucasus, Iraq 
or Persia. There can be no doubt the 
Germans are drawing heavily on their 
reserves of gasoline and lubricants in 
the prolonged Russian campaign, as the 
n of replenishment for next years 
fighting must be urgent. __ 

Germany's efforts to bite off Iraq 
without a fight were effectively stop-

In- 
deed, a triumph for Hitler might put 
the Japanese in the unfortunate posi- 
tion of having to relinquish her hopes 
of seizing such tempting prizes as the 
Dutch East Indies, which Hitler wants 


to disgorge them. 

But the whole Japanese plan of ag- 
gression is predicated upon a Britain 
and America completely absorbed in the 
task of resisting the Axis in the Atlan- 
tic. She dares not move until and un- 
less she is assured that Hitler's drives 
are to be continued. 

Hence Tokyo's failure to further 
aggravate Washington. 

She may have been moved by the 
American threat to seize Japanese na- 
tionals in the United States. But since 
Japan has never been particularly soli- 
citous of the welfare of her individual 
patriots, it is more likely that her new 
policy of appeasement is prompted by 
rising doubts of Hitler’s destiny.

Morale Maintains Britain 


Ordinary People Work Far Beyond‘ 
Their Normal Powers In 
Times Of Peace 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

LONDON. — (By Wireless)—An enor- 
mous, glowing cylinder is moving slowly 
on a crane to be lowered into a vat of oil 
from which in a moment will issue a foun- 

tain of smoke and flame. Another im- 
mense red-hot cylinder of steel, resting 
horizontally, is being pounded into form 
by a great anvil moving 
inexorably up and down.

Making Guns 

This factory makes the famous Bofors 
anti-aircraft guns. Bombs blew up the 
railroad tracks four hours before a ship- 
ment of guns was due to leave for a west- 
ern port, and the Middle East workers 
laid them again and the guns passed out 
on schedule. 

Men and women stream into the fac- 
tory at 8 o'clock in the apie and stream 
out again at 7:30 at night as fellow-work- 
ers on the night shift stream in. Six days 
a week, and sometimes on Sunday; eleven 
hours a day, minus lunch—sixty hours a 
week is their mifimum. 

“Now it is not right,” says the man- 
ager. “We ought to have three eight-hour 
shifts, But Britain is short of man power. 
We are fighting an enemy with the human 
resources of a continent to draw on.” 

Wages will not buy food beyond the 
rations allowed. One egg per week, very 
little meat, plenty of vegetables now, but 
no cream or butter, only a little marger- 
ine—how do they stand it? 

The answer is that they stand it with 
remarkable spirits, health and efficiency. 
Why? Because of their morale. This 
morale is due to the following factors: 
Patriotism and the fact that no private 
owners or stockholders are making profits, 
so the people are working for the whole 
community; intelligent organization work, 
with emphasis always on the human ele- 
ment may well be considered a psycho- 
logical factor; continual intercourse be- 
tween management and workers, and the 
sympathetic interest in their welfare 
shown by assistants who stop people 
working if they show exhaustion; com- 
muna] feeding; the presence of women 
workers who in every factory they have 
entered have lifted the spirit, cheerfulness 
and work standards of the entire body. 


Work Beyond Powers 


The experience of seeing England at 
war throws light on the whole question 
of management and labor relationships.

even such things as fatigue are largely 
psychological; that men and women will 
work beyond any normal powers for what 
they consider necessary and essential to 
the whole people; that they will drive 
machines, but will not be driven by them; 
that equality of effort, sacrifice and dan- 
ger takes the sting out of all of them and 
that the delegation of responsibility to the 
individual and to the group brings out 
more energy than any slave driver can 
create. 

England has not been able to keep up 
the same amount of effort at all times. 
Always since the war began it has been 
away above normal. But in the days of 
Dunkirk and the months that followed it 
was superhuman because the workers 
knew the fate of Britain was immediately 
at stake. z 

Both management and workers testify 
that in those days men and women work- 
ed at a speed over stretches of time and 
with an efficie that baffled all stand- 
ards. They fought, as it were, a hand- 
to-hand combat with the enemy at their 
machines and did not even seem tired. 

As England regained her equilibrium 
and settled down to the war this super- 
human standard relaxed to a steadier out- 
put, more organized and less fantastic. 

_ Were a crisis of commensurate propor- 
tions to come again it is possible the same 
energies would be released. But for me, 
the outstanding fect in this war is that 
men do not know what is in them or what 
resources of energy they can tap if neces- 


sary. 
The ordinary man is much greater than 
he thinks or seems to be.

On June 30 the banks in this country 
made their half-yearly count of the money 
they hold, which, said a bank manager, 
might amount to around £150 millions, 

“Counting cash today,” he said, “takes 
longer than in the old days. When I first 
joined the bank golden sovereigns were 
1 Riappiy. see oh ae ee easy to 
check as were just weighed on scales, 
like sugar. The pound and ten-shilling 
notes of today are fiddling things to count. 
I suppose it takes, on the average, about 
five minutes to count five hundred notes. 
If they are very new or very dirty, they 
take longer. 

“There are still some notes about of 
the curious denomination of three hun- 
dred pounds. These have not been issued 
since 1887, but they have not all yet been 
returned to the Bank of England. Notes 
stay in the hands of the public for a v 
long time. The Bank of England is att 
receiving, even today, the one-pound notes 
issued in the times of the Napoleonic wars, 
and it promptly pays them. Then there 
are quite a large number of two hundred 
pound notes about somewhere, and these 
have not been issued since 1923. 

“Really large notes—for five hundred 
pounds and a thousand pounds—are still 
used. notes are to be found in the 
vaults of our banks, where they form 
part of cash reserves, although sometimes 
they are used by the public for some im- 
portant financial transaction where a 
cheque is shia

Let us take, first, the business of com- 
batting Nazi psychology or, in other words,

gust Denial 


Scientific propaganda, or psychologi- 
cal warfare, is an exact science. 

Dr. Goebbels does not merely let loose 
a sheaf of damaging stories in the hope 
that the enemy will be hurt by them. 

* He first studies the enemy's mind. He 
acquaints himself with what the enemy is 
likely to believe. 

Then he circulates something that is 
compatible with the enemy's mental pre- 
dilections. Perhaps there is just enough 
truth in it to make it the better lie. At 
any rate, he knows what he is doing. He 
does not just shoot in the dark. 

So far, we have only one weapon 
against these paychalosiogs bombs — 
straight denial. And denial is not good 
enough, because, if the lie is clever, it 
leaves our people seving, in spite of their 
common sense, ‘ . it might be true”. 

Our people ought to be able to pick 
this Nazi propaganda to pieces, just as a 
surgeon dissects a cancer, and find out for 
psmnselvit just why it is malevolent and 
alse. 

Power of Rumor 


It is foolish to belittle the power of 
psychological warfare because we have in- 
stances of such power in our daily lives, 

Everyone knows of the pertinacy and 
velocity of a common rumor, Everybody

Hitler Destroyed Research 


Serge Voronoff says Nazis Set 
Back World’s Scientific 
Knowledge 
FROM THE OTTAWA JOURNAL 

Of all the crimes Hitler must answer 
for when his day of doom comes, one of 
the greatest will be the wanton destruc- 
tion of the fruits of scientific effort that 
was aimed at the betterment of mankind, 
in the opinion of Dr. Serge Voronoff, 
former d ‘of the Laboratory of Ex- 
perimental Surgery of the College of 
France. 

The world renowned surgeon, best 
known perhaps for his discovery of 
“monkey gland” rejuvenation, and one of 
the foremost cancer research workers of 
today, arrived in Ottawa on a brief holi- 
day. Looking back on his forced departure 
from his Paris laboratories four days be- 
fore German troops took the city, and the 
bombing of the laboratory in the French 
Riviera where he was hopefully working 
toward a successful end of years of search 
for a cancer cure, he was visibly depressed 
by the effect of war in the fields of 
science. 

He regarded the war from the point of 
view of a scientist whose life had been 
devoted to improvement of the lot of his 
fellow men. 


Smashed Research Work 


“Hitler’s war has brought an end to 
years of extensive research. For years 
I have been seeking a cure for cancer, us- 
ing monkeys as the subjects of experiment 
because they, of al] animals most closely 
resembled humans, 

“When the Germans came to Paris, 
troops were housed in the laboratories. 
I went to my laboratory in the Riviera, 
where I had 110 monkeys, 60 of them 
inoculated with cancer and under observa- 


tion, Before long the Italians bombed my 
laboratory and I had to leave. It is my 
hope that they may have saved 
monkeys and kept them somewhere where 
I may be able to resume my work with 
them when the war is over.” ; 
Last September the doctor obtained 
rmission to go to the United States to 
and keep his research work in pro- 
eae. He found he was hampered by the 
possibility of getting sufficient chim- 
panzees, the type of monkey required, in 
that country. He previously had obtained 
them from French African colonies, 


Now Writing a Book 


_ Since that time he has devoted most of 
hig time to a book he is writing concern- 
ing the grafting of monkey thyroid glands 
to humans who are sub-norma] mentally 
because of defective thyroid. For more 
than 20 years he has done work in that 
field of research that has made him 
famous among the world’s medical men. 

A year ago he presented 15 adults, all 
norma] mentally, at a meeting of lead- 
ing French surgeons. He had conducted 
his thyroid gland operation on the 15 sub- 
jects nearly 20 years earlier when they 
were children, faced with the probability 
of being mentally deficient throughout 
their lives. 

His “monkey gland” operation, which 
since its discovery in 1920 has been con- 
ducted successfully throughout the world, 
brought him most fame, The operation 
proved effective in restoring physical 
vigor to humans for a period of seven 
years. If repeated, it proved effective 
for three or four years, 

Dr. Voronoff's entire interests were 
wrap) up in his surgieal research, He 
worried about the war, he admitted, but 
would make no prediction as to its prob- 
eble outcome,

Force of Truth 


But it is not necessary to think of psy- 
chological warfare in terms of lies. A 
rumor need not be a malicious one. Gossip 
need not be destructive, 

There are certain things we wish our 
adversaries to believe. They need not be 
false and harmful things. 

It is possible to propagate the truth by 
applying to it the very same rules that 
govern the velocity of rumor. It is pos- 
sible to give to truth the same pertina- 
ceous quality that attaches itself to gossip, 
_ Goebbels peddles corrosion. apply- 
ing the very same arts, we can distribute 
conviction. It is all in knowing how. 

And since the force of truth is inher- 
ently greater than the force of falsehood, 
we have all the natural law on our side 
when we engage in psychological warfare 
with the Nazis, 


War on Minds 


When you stop to analyse the course 
of the war, it becomes apparent that 
Hitler has wrought greater destruction 
with ideas than he has with bombs. Or, 
at least, he has employed ideas to make 
his enemies more amenable to bombs. 

His own seizure of Germany, for in- 
stance, was accomplished by insidious pro- 
paganda. He induced in the German 
people such an abnormal psychological 
state that it was easy for him to control 
them. 
He enlarged that technique when he 
set out to conquer Europe. 

He employed it in Austria where he 
perverted men’s minds with insidious and 
false ideas. . 

He employed it in Norway where the 
Norwegians were anaesthetized by a 
miasma of rotten thought. 

He employed it in foitana, in Belgium, 
France,

V For Victory 


The first time the British has used 
psychology in this war is in the promotion 
of the V for Victory campaign. 

It is based on the sound psychological 
axiom that when a thing is heard fre- 
quently enough, it begins to be believed. 

Thus, a V has been made to symbolize 
a British victory, It has been employed 
so consistently that whenever a German 
sees the symbol, he instinctively shivers. 
Whenever an enemy of Germany sees the 
symbol, he is instinctively cheered. 

_It sounds gilly, but it has a tremendous 
spiritual effect. 

This should be only a beginning.

the success of The Chimes, the com- 
pany, the next year produced the 
double bill of Trial by Jury and 
Cox and Box. There was no pro- 
duction in 1906, but in 1907 the Gil.

As the University of Alberta 
Philharmonic Society is to present 
this work next January, it is inter- 
esting to recall its first presentation 
here.

MONG the treasures preserved for us in the 
A Gospel according to St. Luke is the story of 

Mary and Martha (Luke 10:38-42.), If you 
will take a copy of the American Standard Version (1901), 
you will read as foot note to verse 42, “Many ancient auth- 
orities read, ‘but few things are needful or one." This is 
the accepted reading of that verse. 


Was there ever any one who enjoyed a big dinner 
better than Jesus? Because of his convival habits, his 
enemies called him a “glutton and a wine bibber” and that 
according to his own statement. One commentator suggests 
that the supply of wine may have failed because Jesus 
and his disciples were guesis for whom they had not mode 
provision, He was entertained by one of his own disciples, 
Levi or Matthew. Zachaeus made a banquet for him. 
And if we identify the “certain village” as Bethany, it 
looks as if these very sisters had entertained him royally 
on another occasion. 


In a book written some years ago, Dean Bosworth 
based a lesson on this incident. There he pointed out that 
the real guest craves his host's company more than his 
food. And I wonder if there is anything more distressing 
than being guest in a home where mother has no help 
and, in order to get a big meal ready, she “puts herself 
in bed?” Is that not true, particularly on hot summer days? 


Now it was just this sort of thing that Martha wanted 
to do—roast beef with Yorkshire pudding and everything 
that goes with it from soup to nuts. It was against this 
that Jesus protested and suggested a simpler lunch. We can 
imagine him saying; “No, let’s just have olives and crackers. 
‘Few things are needful or one.’ Olives or crackers, 
which?”

GOLDEN MONTH 

August is a golden, lavish month, 
with spicy smells of preserving and 
Pickling, gladioli in roman stripes 
on the fields, rowan berries in crim- 
fon bunches against their bright 
green serrated leaves. Beauty still 
lives with us even if the lawns have 
gone russet and the arbutus trees 
are showing the yellowings of aut- 
umn. Bees drone in the last of the 
lavender, martens teeter on the 
telephone wires, butterflies flutter 
over the grass and occasionally we 
catch a glimpse of a humming bird 
sitting on the air, or turning upside | 
down to penetrate a flowe. 

This week my agricultural duties 
have been heavy upon me and are 
growing. These bright dry days are 


on the gardens. Everything has to 
be watered, and the pressure is low; 
and now we can water only on al- 
ternate days. I find it hard enough 
to remember that H. V. Kaltenborn 
speaks on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays, and now comes this mat- 
ter of irrigation on Mondays, Wed- 
nesdays and Fridays. And to add 
to this confusion, the small brown 
hen died, leaving five orphans on 
our doorstep. 

The little brown hen burned 
the candle at both ends, if ever a 
hen did. She was wiry and tem- 
peramental. No one could tell her 
anything. She stole her nest away 
as al] smart bantams do, darting out 
each second day for something tu 
eat, gobbling it down in fiery haste, 
and disappearing. No doubt she 
thought she could bring out her 
chickens in two weeks instead of 
three if she sat hard enough. Every 
time I caught a glimpse of her she 
looked smaller, but shé brought out 
her chickens al] right, arriving at 
the back door with five of them 
exactly Hke herself, and with a look 
on her face ‘such as ‘is seen on the 
face of a golfer whd has made a hole 
in-one. We did our best to restore 
her to normal health by plentiful 
feedings, giving her olive oil and 
pepper on her food and plenty of 
sour milk, but she had lived too fast 
and now she’s gone, The little ones, 
called the “Quints” were a pathetic 
sight the morning we found her 
dead, and they standing around her 
wondering: We cut an old bathing 
suit into strips and suspended it 
from the hedge where‘ the nest was, 
making a tent of many doors, Into 
it they go at night and.in the day 
time they do their own scratching 
like good little orphans, and are 
growing in spite of their bereave- 
ment. 

We had decided to go out of ban- 
tams, but I don't think we can ever 
part with these five little ones. 


DO A GOOD JOB 

Bantams do a good job on the 
earwigs, cutworms and other garden 
pests, but they have their faults 
too. They waken early and come up 
to the house in the grey dawn, ful) 
of boast and pride at having punch- 
ed the clock according to double- 
daylight-saving-time. Being accus- 
tomed to agricultural sounds, we 
do not mind this very much but our 
visitors are not so happy cver these 
demonstrations, and with unerring 
instinct the bantams go under the 
windows of the rooms where our 
city friends are, or were, sleeping, 
to make their loudest proclamations, 

The first night this occurred we 
descended stealthily down the 
stairs and drove away the bantams 
with stones and whispered impreca- 
tions, and even bribed them with 
wheat to stay in their own run-way, 
but a woodpecker carried on in 
their absence by doing a bit of rivet- 
ting on the roof over the heads of 
the visitors; and coming softly up 
the stairs my knees cracked like 
pistols. At breakfast the next morn- 
ing one of the visitors, commenting 
on Kipling'’s poem “The Road to 
Mandalay” said he understood bet- 
ter than ever the full significance of 
that phrase “Where the dawn comes 
up like thunder.”

Hard-Hitting Shock-Troops 


Long-Range Canadian “Army Plan” Born Minister 


In Wake of Blitzkrieg—Some Truths 
For the Arm-Chair Critics 


By KIM BEATTIE 

To the average Canadian, the Fall 
of France naturally loomed as a ca- 
taclysmie episode in the furious 
course of the Second German War. 
No matter how tremendous it ap- 
peared to him, the event was a more 
Momentous and personal milepost 
than he has probably yet realized. 

The eituation in June a year ago, 
@s the Canadian citizen saw it, was 
grim enough, but to the alert realists 
@t the head of the Canadian and 
British armies, something more dis- 
turbing had happened in the French 
eampaign, even than the defeat and 
collapee of our Allies. 

As our strategists saw it, the swift 
geparation of the old-style Allied 
forces by the highly mechanized 
Germans, meant that a ruthless re- 
organization of the Canadian and 
Britsh armies—in formation, wea- 
pons, equipment and tactica] train- 
ing—must take place with resolu- 
tion and speed. And that meant that 
Canada was faced with one of the 
most dismaying situations ever to 
confront a nation and its army in 
the heat of a desperate struggle. 
Time, that factor always so great in 
war, now held the scales. 


6TUPENDOUS JOB 

It is difficult for the layman to 
grasp how bleak the situation actu- 
@lly appeared to military men. The 
Canadian and British forces were 
@lready in the throes of a gigantic 
expansion, with all the complicated 
details such an undertaking entails. 
To reorganize in order to obtain 
tank gtrength—in time! —in the 
midst of the multitude wf existing 
growing pains, and in the face of 
the simultaneous, and very real, 
menace on the French coast, must 
have geemed an almost hopeless 
task. 

How the stupendous job was 
tackled in the two armies, in defi- 
ance of such handicaps, will make 
thrilling chapters for the historian. 

In the British army it meant rais- 
fing to effective power the ardent 
mechanization experts who had 
given their army the world-lead in 
modern tactics and design of armor- 
ed fighting vehicles until a few 
years before, The proofs that it has 
been done are incontrovertible. 

In the Canadian army, reorganiza- 
tion did not have to start at the 
top. Lieut.-Gen. A. G. L. MeNaugh- 
ton has few peers as a scientific 
soldier, Buti the significance should 
not be missed of the appointment 
in July—one month after the col- 
lepse of the French army—of Major- 
General H. D: G. Crerar as chief of 
the general staff. His return from 
England to carry out Gereral Mc- 
Naughton’s reorganization and 
mechanization program and to take 
charge of the army-in-training, 
made the Canadian high command 
unanimously “offensive”. 


° 
UNANIMOUS IN DOCTRINE 

Nor should ‘the advantage be 
lightly passed over which was gain- 
ed in the appointment of tank- 
minded Hon. J. L. Ralston, es min- 
ister of national defence in June, 
while the blitzkrieg in France was 
still in progress. The two new ap- 
pointments, one political and one 
military, solidified advanced mili- 
tary opinion and doctrine in high 
places. 

With a Minister behind them who 
was alert to the needs of mechaniz- 
ed war, the Corps Commander 
overseas, and the C. G. S. at home 
rounded out the process of having 
mechanized-minded men in key 
posts by surrounding themselves as 
much as possible with known expo- 
ments of the new warfare 

It wag well that they did so. For 
what the Canadian Army had to 
do, even though its leadership was 
sound, was to carry through in the 
midst ef war, a complete revamp- 
ing ef tactical formation, of army 
training methods and practice, and 
also to launch a great mechaniza- 
tion program. 

To achieve it, evem to start it, re- 


quired much resolution and firm 
character. The historic reorganiza- 
tion had to be launched in the face 
of the flood of Canadian desire to 
rush troops to Great Britain at any 


of Defence 


cost at the time of Dunkirk. That ~ 


was the natural and fervent, if 
illogical, wish of all loyal Can- 
adians. But Canadian military 
leaders had also to face the hard 
truth. It would have been suicidal 
to pit the existing tankless force 
against the German panzers. To 
hurry ill-trained troops to Europe 
was to make them cannon-fodder. 


SINGLE STRATEGY 

Instead of yielding to impulsive 
public desire, Generals McNaughton 
and Crerar, firmly backed by De- 
fence Minister Ralston, adopted a 
long-range Army Plan, co-ordinat- 
ed in all respects with the British, 
which would train efficient Can- 
adiaw shock-troops to fight in 
today’s fast-moving hard-hitting 
campaigns. That, and that alone, 
became their over-riding strategy. 

To the men behind the Army 
Plan it meant launching and the 
rigidly adhering to a long-distance 
program of army building at a 
time when instant action was the 
only real relief for pent-up anxiet- 
ies and feelings. 

It meant operating an entirely 
new trades-training system ito 
provide skilled men for a motorized 
and mechanized army at times 
when black news made it appear 
that throwing even -half-trained 
troops into the fight was the only 
salvation. 


Tank-minded Hon. J. L. 
Ralston, who became Min- 
ister of National Defence 
in June, 1940, solidified 
mechanized opinion in the 
Canadian High Command. 


Tt meant extreme patience, by 
officers working at high pressure, 
in the afce of criticism and fault- 
finding from the impatient and un- 
informed. It meant resisting all 
side-issues which might hamper the 
painstaking carrying out of their 
coldly calculated procefs of making 
modern soldiers. 

BASIC TRAINING 


Most important, and surprising, of 
al] it meant new care and attention 


to training recruits in the basic 
weapons and fundamentals of sol- 
diering, No attribute of the new 
«warfare was more unexpected than 
this crucial phase of the Canadian 
atmy plan. None has so puzzled the 
Canadian public. Even newspaper 
columnists, who are also considered 
military experts, have been con- 
fused by it. 

To Canadians who recalled the 
Canadian Corps’ shock-troop repu- 
tation in the last war, and the fact 
that the average Canadian recruit 
ig mechanically inclined by nature 
and often by occupation, today's 
fast, open campaigns seemed made- 
to-order for Canadian troops. So 
they are, But our side-line strate- 
gists also seemed to feel that a re- 
sourceful, mechanized-minded Can- 
adian youth could be a civilian to- 
day and a Bren or Bofors gunner 
tomorrow, forgetting that an un- 
trained man with an unfamiliar 
automatic weapon is either useless 
or deadly dangerous. 

They also seemed to feel that a 
few weeks training should make a 
Canadian recruit into a skilled mod- 
ern shock-trooper, forgetting that 
only the well-drilled soldier can 
have the instantaneous grasp of 
the meaning and intention of an 
order, or can give the lightning 
execution of a command, which 
blitzkrieg tactics demand, 


“ORGANIZED SPEED” 

In their enthusiasm for Canadian 
fighting ability, the arm-chair crit- 
jcs, which all armies know, have 
missed the fact that mechanization 
has not merely made specialists and 
skilled tradesmen imperative. Blitz 
tactics, wheels, gasoline, aircraft, 
armored fighting vehicles and a 
tremendous increase in automatic 
weapons, have made a sound foun- 
dation of basic training more im- 
portant than in any previous type of 
warfare. 

“Organized speed.” which is the 
secret of the blitzkrieg, can only be 
attained by long, intense training 
from the ground up, with peak thor- 
oughness at the bottom. To say that 
the recruit's elementary training is 
thrice as valuable in today's com- 
plex, mechanized armies as it was in 
the last war is probably gross 
understatement.

That is why the Canadian “Army 
Team” of McNaughton and Crerar 
have placed the Canadian recruit's 
period of basic training at a mini- 
mum of four months, including 
those called up for compulsory ser- 
vice. That is why the Corps Com- 
mander and C.G.8. are unshakably 
convinced—and they are backed by 
the British high command and all 
the Canadian commanders overseas 
—that the secret to a successful 
modern army lies in the first four 
months of the soldier's life—the 
period of his basic training. 

Tf he hag that sound foundation, 
the progression of training to the 
smallest combat unit, the section of 
11 men, is simplified. So. is all tthe 
intense training in company and 
battalion field practice which fol- 
lows and in the largescale man- 
oeuvres which give the soldier his 
final polish. 

It is a long period of apprentice- 
ship, especially when it is remem- 
bered that after basic training is 
finished he is still not out of the 
military kindergarten. ; 

But unlike the last war, when the 
rifle and bayonet were about the 
only weapons the infantryman 
learned thoroughly, today's foot- 
slogger travels on wheels and can 
handle a Bren, a Tommy and a 
Lewis gun, a pistol. an anti-tank 
gun, and an anti-aircraft machine 
gun, with ability to pump 2” and 3” 
mortar-shells at his enemy to boot. 
He is taught them all. during his 
first four months as a soldier. 


NO BOMB-PROOFERS 

Because no soldier has a bomb- 
proof job in this war, the artillery- 
man, signaller, ordinance artificer, 
and man of the army service corps, 
is also a jack-of-all-trades of bat- 
tle. He learns the basic weapons a8 
well es the infantry and the ar- 
moured corps. 

Such is the Army Plan of train- 
ing which was born in those hours 
of stress and danger in the wake of 
the blitzkrieg of last May and 
June. The plan was designed by 

n who refused to Be diverted 
from the realization that a half- 
trained soldier, trying to fight in a 
war of today's and sweep, 
would only be a menace to himself. 
his comrades and his cause. They 
knew that ill-trained armies almost 
inevitably turn battlefields into a 
welter of confusion, and that none 
can be so terrible as that of a 
bogged-down blitzkrieg. They knew 
that to send superficially trained 
men into battle would only result in 
heavy casualties to Canadians with 
a minimum of casualties to the 
enemy. 

There need be little doubt ho@ 
the Canadian soldier will bear him- 
self when he carries this training 
to the proof, and fights in Canada's 
name against the azi scourge. His- 
tory will again give him a proud 
place in the annals of arms. His- 
tory should also record the sanity 
and courage of Canada’s military 


leaders who refused to allow publie ° 


clamor of the moment, and the 
pressure and even panic of succes- 
sive setbacks last year, to becloud 
their vision of the future. Their 
calm foresight, which alone enabled 
them to adopt the existing Army 
Plan of training shock-troopers, is 
our greatest guarantee of success 
for the battles of decision.

Oriental Rug! 


Inexpensive And Easy To Weave 

“Champagne taste and a beer in- 
come"? Still, you can afford an 
Oriental rug—a soft, richly colored 
one with a deep, deep pile! For YOU 
can make one! 

Into the 40-inch sides af a 40-by- 
28-inch wooden frame, drive small 
wire nails % inch apart. Then tie 
warp thread (candlewick yarn) to 
lower right corner of loom and car- 
ry it up, down, up, around the nails, 
until you have 00 warp threads, plus 
a’thread at each end for se)vage. 

Now start weaving--over and 
under the warp threads. First put in 
2 inches of “filler” or rag and then 
6 rows of heading or edging of 
candlewick yarn. 

Next insert pile (rug yarn cyt in 
2%-inch lengths) by knotting 
around pairs of warp threads, as 
shown in sketch. Lay piece of pile 
on threads, bring ends around and 
under, then out between threads. 
Pull ends tight. 

Continue this way throughout 
rug, following each row of pile with 
2 rows of weaving. The colorful 
border goes easily:
